MINUTES 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  MEETING 

OCTOBER  3,  1983 

BOSTON  PARK  PLAZA  HOTEL  -  BERKELEY  CLARENDON  ROOM

Meeting  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Vice  Pres.  David  Lima. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  last  month's  Council  meeting.   Passed  unanimously. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT: 

President  Osborn  reported  on  a  problem  between  Rosemary  White,  Channel  5  and  IBEW. 

Vice  President  Ferin  read  correspondence  concerning  a  problem  on  the  Workers  Comp.  Reform 
bill. 

Pres.  Osborn  read  a  letter  from  Senator  Tsongas  stating  his  opposition  to  the  Gas  Decontrol 
situation. 

Pres.  Osborn  read  a  letter  from  Greylock  Associates  regarding  monies  they  owe  us  and  plan  to 
pay  in  the  near  future,  amounting  to  $9,000. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  received  a  letter  from  former  Commissioner  of  Labor,  Bill  Shipps , 
thanking  the  Council  for  all  their  support  and  wishing  them  well  in  the  future.  The  President 
advised  that  Gerry  O'Leary  was  sworn  in  recently. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  has  been  involved  in  the  following  matters  over  the  past  few 
weeks  since  the  last  Council  meeting: 

-  Right  to  Know  Bill  -  much  time  devoted  to  this  but  Director  Foley  will  elaborate  on  it 
and  update  the  Council. 

-  Boston  Harbor  Cleanup  -  Pres.  Osborn  updated  the  Council  on  this  and  said  that  poor 
conditions  and  equipment  will  warrant  an  emergency  10  million  dollar  repair-type  legislation. 

-  Third  Tunnel/Depression  of  Central  Artery  -  Pres.  Osborn  serves  on  this  committee  and 
urged  everyone  to  contact  their  legislators  to  support  this;  many  jobs  will  result  and  a  big 
problem  will  be  alleviated. 

-  Proposed  Addition  to  the  Hynes  Convention  hall  -  This  is  a  project  being  discussed  and 
the  question  is  should  the  repairs  be  done  while  conventions  are  still  being  carried  on  or 
should  the  hall  be  closed  for  the  repairs. 


-  Workers  Compensation  -  Pres.  Osborn  talked  with  Joe  Pressman  regarding  the  situation 
where  funds  may  be  cut  from  Workers  Comp.  Board  which  cahoas.   Example:  discontinuing  hearings 
outside  of  Boston.  No  way  are  we  going  to  put  up  with  our  injured  brothers  and  sisters  having 
to  travel  from  across  the  state  to  Boston  in  order  to  have  their  cases  heard.   Pres.  Osborn 
reviewed  the  situation  and  advised  that  this  Workers  Comp.  Department  is  2  -  3  years  behind  in 
their  paper  work  because  of  staff  cuts. 

MMS  to  contact  Governor  regarding  this  problem  so  that  a  solution  can  be  found.   Passed 
unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  thanked  the  people  from  AFSCME  for  their  support  of  the  entire  unity  slate  at 
their  recent  convention. 

MMS  to  accept  the  President's  report.   Passed  unanimously. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT: 

Financial  report  noted . 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  reported  that  he  went  to  the  AFSCME  convention  with  President  Osborn  and 
was  pleased  with  the  support  given  the  unity  slate  by  AFSCME. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  with  regard  to  the  installation  of  the  new  telephone 
system,  the  Horizon  System,  he  has  gotten  American  Bell  down  to  $13,000  from  $14,000  and  hopes 
to  settle  at  $12,000. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  noted  that  Item  1  on  the  financial  report  this  month  should  have  read 
"Officers  Expenses,"  not  "Office  Expenses." 

MMS  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

EDUCATION  REPORT: 

Pres.  Osborn  called  upon  all  present  to  do  anything  possible  to  insure  the  success  of  next 
year's  Scholarship  Program  by  urging  their  locals  to  create  a  scholarship  if  they  do  not 
already  have  one  or  add  to  what  they  already  have  if  this  is  possible.   Said  it  is  a  most 
worthwhile  program. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Education  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT: 

Director  Foley  reported  on  the  following: 

-  Prevailing  Wage  -  Fines  have  been  changed  for  violations  —  from  $100  to  $1,000  and 
from  $500  to  $5,000.   Governor  will  sign  this  tomorrow. 

-  Right  to  Know  -  We  are  very  close  to  a  final  product.  We  expect  a  final  draft  from  the 
Governor's  people  within  48  hours.  Hopefully,  the  bill  will  result  in  the  labelling  of  50,000 
chemicals  and  information  on  2,800. 

-  Workers  Comp.-  This  study  has  yet  to  be  funded.   Director  Foley  feels  this  will  end  up 
going  to  a  referendum. 
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Pres.  Osborn  reported  that  he  feels  we  should  follow  through  with  the  signature  petitions. 
Then  if  we  feel  the  legislature  is  not  going  to  act  we  can  go  from  there. 

Pres.  Osborn  noted  that  Ted  Barrett  was  unable  to  attend  this  meeting  and  sent  Frank  Ceccarone 
in  his  place. 

MMS  to  allow  Frank  Ceccarone  to  stay  at  this  meeting.   Passed  unanimously. 

MMS  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Director.   Passed  unanimously. 

Vice  Pres.  Post  asked  to  be  recognized.   He  had  been  asked  by  the  Norfolk  Central  Labor 
Council  to  advise  the  Council  of  their  endorsements  for  election  in  the  south  of  Boston  area.

Pres.  Osborn  advised  the  Council  that  the  "grassroots"  groups  are  being  formed  as  he  reported 
in  the  last  Council  meeting  and  that  plans  call  for  4  to  6  of  these  groups.   One  will  be  in 
the  Lenox/Lee  area.   The  groups  will  help  create  a  platform  for  the  proper  union  message  to 
get  out  into  all  areas. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  read  the  communications. 

MMS  to  refer  these  communications  to  the  Executive  Officers  for  appropriate  action.   Passed 
unanimously. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  Executive  Officers  meetings  of  past  two  weeks.   Passed  unanimously. 

Exec.  Vice  Pres.  Campbell  spoke  regarding  the  "special  activities  fund"  that  is  being  created  . 
for  next  year's  Labor  Day  activities.   Tickets  are  being  printed  up  and  he  urged  support  of 
all. 

President  Osborn  closed  the  meeting  by  saying  that  the  Council  has  come  a  long  way  and  this  is 
through  the  support  of  all  the  members.   He  is  proud  of  all  the  vice  presidents  over  the  past 
two  years.   After  the  roll  call,  those  who  were  leaving  the  Council  could  leave  so  that  those 
on  the  unity  slate  would  have  a  chance  to  meet. 

At  this  time  several  members  of  the  Council  arose  to  thank  all  for  the  support  and  rapport 
shared  over  the  past  two  years.  They  were:  Al  LeBlanc,  Joseph  Miondonka,  Ken  Mangan,  Joe 
Mello,  Tom  Scanlan,  and  Russell  Campbell.
